cirstances. Tho Nilthim F. Dixou is the reg- 
ulur mail boat between Iho mainland and ths 
single postoffice which serves the epistolaiy 
iiirpoaes of the fifteen hundred people, who 
ive upon ]>louk Island. She is named afti r 
,lifi gentleman who hasgaiucd nouie notorie- 
,y lately us a meniber of the llhode Islaud 
egislaturc by voting for himself for tlio 
ollico of Unite.! States Senator. She is a 
slmmch little emit, now and well mimuod. 
Her acconimodations for pussougers are 
•xijout like those of a horse car. 
She lias a 


cabin so small that I dare uot give its di- 
nensioiis, which is furnished with a row of 
ockers, tho tops of which form benches,aud 
n unrulier of stools. 
Owing to u prejudice 


[ possess against seeing people seasick iu an 
tmcomfortable seat, tbo cabin uow contains 
Vtho cheapest chair in Newport," a woodeu 
bottomed ouo. 


It was a nasty morning, as I have said. 


JTlie rain fell and tho wiud blow, aud from 
time to time skipper Hose remarked for our 
encouragement that wo should have a lively 
time off Point Judith. 
Every man on board, 


iiowever, aside from myself, was n practical 
sailor, and I stipnose there was rather less 
danger iu caso "of the roughest kiud of 
weather than there is in crossing by auy of 
tho numerous ferryboats which run between 
Manhattan Island and any of the neighbor- 
ing shores. We had a very distinguished 
company. There were two members of the 
house of representatives, who were going 
homo to spend Sunday -with their families. 
Mr. Kicholos Ball, who at various limes has 
been a member of the Khode Island legisla- 
ture for n great many years, was also oil 
board. He is fairly entitled to be regarded 
as the pnlrou saint of Block Island, it being 
largely 
through 
his exertions that the 


islanders possess a safe harbor—formed by 
a breakwater—a life-saving 
station, two 


light-houses nnd a comfortable aud hand- 
somo hotel. 
There was also a colored 


woman, and a white mother who Was bring- 
ing back to the islaud her runaway boy. 
licsides these there were a number of hardy, 
sunburned men, ia:-h one of -whom had 
seen more adventures than are to be found 
in the-wildest three-volume novel. 


\Vb made the passage iu about three 


hours, aud without auy trouble whatever. 
Tho mother, by a strange perversity of 
justice, was seasick, and the runaway boy 
was not. Tho sea was rough but Iho boat 
was sailed so that she rolled very little, and 
tho members of tho legislature took turns 
with the captain in miuding the wheel. Ou 
arriving iu tho Block Island basin, wo found 
that a big vessel was lied np at the whavf 
iu tho "place 
usually 
occupied by our 


schooner, which led to some auimated con- 
versation iu our part of tho harbor (at 
which the mother remarked, half to her- 
self, '•! thought that 
John experienced 


religion last winter"), 
nud an immense 


amount of throwing ,-iud haliliug ropes, a 
business in which tha lihode Island legisla- 
tors took a hand with the rest. It i.s not 
oflcu that one has the good fortune to be 
pulled nshore through the united efforts of 
both branches of a 'legislature. 


I have recounted tho incidents of our vo}-- 


age with tho more particularity, localise I 
regard thin as the only proper way of com- 
ing to Block Islaud. 
After the first of July, 


when tho Block Islaud "season" begins, 
there is a steamer running twice a week (on 
Tuesdays and Fridays) between hero aud 
Providence, and between hero aud Stoning- 
ton a sloop yacht, which sails on alternate 
days, or three times a week. Besides these 
a new schooner, lo bo called tho Henry B. 
Anthony, after Senator Anthony, is now 
nearly finished, which is to make tri-weekly 
passages between hero and Newport, which, 
with the present mail boat, will form n daily 
hue of communication with that placo. Tho 
steamboat, which is called tho liichard 13or- 
den, nud which will carry twenty-live hun- 
dred passengers,certainly will furnish a more 
comfortable passage than the boat which 
brought us over, aud therefore ought to bo 
taken by infirm persons or iu briugiug ovtr 
families ofchildiou; but for able-bodied men 
mil women, the novelty and amusing pecn- 
iurilies of the people ouo is snro to find on 
loard one of the Block Islaud sailing vessels 
more than make amends for the close quar 
t.rs to which ono is confined during the pat- 
sngc. 


More than this, the passage in a sailing 


vessel prepares ono to fully appreciate Blocl 
Island and its inhabitants. This is a slraugo 
country. 
From au inspection of the maps 


I find that the island is triangular shaped 
lint I am inclined to believe that the island 
presents this appearance on tho maps be 
cause the shape is thought to be ornamental 
At auy vale, the ocean cuts into Ihe laud a1 
all p'oiuls except towards tho south—thi 
base of the triangle—so that one's eye tires 
iu trying to find the true outline of the 
coasl. 
Tho surface of tho islaud is vcrj 


hilly, and is noticeable for Ihe absence o 
tvccs—which were cul off by the settlor 
who came here when tho island was ealloi 
Manisscs—ils denuded appearance having 
since been preserved by Ihe thrifty offspring 
of the first white inhabitants, in the praise 
worthy determination to maintain tho higl 
character of tho island as a farming country 
The irregular character of tho coast pvttliu 
appears to have boon follownd in laying ou 
tho roads on tho island. Properly spooking 
no roads over have been laid out. 
Tho It 


diaus had footpaths, through which, late: 
tho early settlers drove their oxtooms. l?ron 
time to time, as a piece of land was mad 
ready for use, a road was built to it, an 
this, when another piece was mado ready 
was continued, to servo tho purposes of th 
new farm, and so on. 


The result is that the roads are pnyat 


ones, the part belonging to each' propricto 
lining inclosed between gales or bars, an 
tho general course being as various as th 
needs and whims of tho various proprietors 
A ri.lo over the island is thcrofovo divers 
tlud by the often-vcciirrtug necessity of slop 
ping and opening a gale or taking down 
pair of bars. 
One ought always to ride 01 


with a footman. Tho hones arc trained t 
these roads, and appear to be influenced 1. 
the notion that it is not worth while to mo\ 
very rapidly after passing ono of these o' 
structiouH,'because another ono is no ner 
by. Accordingly, the island horses nro til 
..pccimenr, of well-fed inactivity, nnd soo 
cunvinao a new-comer that nny prejudice 1 
may onlorlain that tho ohiof btininosnof 
liorea in to go is utterly unworthy of an o 
llnlilonod cltlMii. Tho island fonees nr 
chiefly of Btono. Them ntonos, althoui 
oollootc-J from Iho land, nil benr tho mm 
of ll'.ii no". They aro rounded or niuooth 
in ranlnslln ulinp'tw. The greater pnrt of t 
island Is devoted to i<rowinff gram, cither f 
hay o • n't panturagi', and thu salt air maK 
tho little Hold* micloHOd between Iho nu 


ncroiis stone walls as green as—grass. Tho 


nnd also contains huge windmills - noi;o 
thorn less thlili n hundred years old— 
_ich furnish the only motive power ou the 
nud for grinding com mid other grain: 
lilo at every turn, nestling between the 
eep litllo hills, one comes upon freih- 
[tter ponds—some of- them acres in extent 
the edges of which are covered with 
oad borders of immense water lilies. 
The chief architectural feature of tho 
and, 
however, consists of boats. 
A good 


alof instruction might bo obtained from a 
sit here as to tho utility of boats as r. 
itiiro in landscape gardening. The boats 
o peculiar to the inland, and when manned 
• ishmdors are safe in' almost auy kind of 
uathur. Tho inhabitants of Block Islaud 
e biought up to the sea from the time they 
nvo Iheir mothers' arms. Today I heard 
a littla chap twenty mouthu old who was 
en standing between his father's knees 
d (iu his ovvu estimation) helpiug the 
,ler lo steer a acuoouer. The islanders 
e also remarkable for their general in- 
lligeuco and their unaffected civility. Men, 
omen and children vie with one another 


showing attention to a strauger. aud a 


rnple ."thank you" goes further than a 
•o-dollar uole docs in Saratoga or Newport 


at Long Branch. They are the most 


atriotic people iu tho world, each one 
quiring eagerly what a stranger thinks of 
e islaud, and showing as much pleasure at 
avorable answer as a good mother does 
jen ouo praises her baby. 
Block Island is a natural Summer resort, 
hose uttractions have liot been marred by 
shiou or made common by long acquain- 
nco. It is healthy; it is accessible; it af- 
rds abuudant opportunities for seabathing 
jd fishing; it is picturesque, aud tho peo- 
e are continually surprising ono by their 
riiuitive notions, their quaint idioms of 
leech and their simple and peculiar man- 
ers. Hitherto 
the accommodations for 


rangers have consisted of one In^el, the 
Spring House," named after one of the 
any springs of water containing iron on 
e islaud together with such rooms as were 
be found here and there in private 


ousos. Lost Summer, however. Mr. Nich- 
as Ball, whose public spirit is fully ac- 
nowledged and appreciated by all his neigh- 
ors, began the construction of a hotel ou 
e flue bluff just to the south of the har- 
jr. This house, which is 
called the 


Ocean View Hotel," is now finished and 
nd ready for visitors. It contains rooms 
r one hundred and fifty guests, and is, in 
•ery respect, admirably appointed, and, it 
perfectly safe to say, will be well kept, 
is lighted with gas: it commands a view

There are n great many curious things 
bout the island of which 1 have uot spoken, 
hero are tho cliffs at the south end—which 
re said to be tho most remarkable of any 
,ong the New Euglaud coast; there are the 
.uuous four ox teams of the islanders, who 
ppear to regard a horse simply as an oni- 
ml created to eat corn and hay; there are 
he. people of the "west side" (whom I have 
ot seeu) who are saidjto have become dwarfs 
irotigh constant 
intermarriages 
amoug 


lemselves. and who are certainly less civil- 
^ed than the inhabitants of tho eastern side; 
ud Ihcre is the liltle church, (as curious ns 
nit of which Jean Ijigelow speaks in one 
f her poems,) which I attended last Sun- 
ny. But to become acquainted with Block 
sland and its many agreeable features nne 
nist visit it. Even a short visit will bo 
iitud to be very profitable.

plaster of paris as u manure. 
Ho says, :'Iu 


planting these , I had the holes dug nboui 
twenty five incites deep. I then threw into 
each hole live or six lumps of old plaster, 
about the sizo of my list. I threw n little 
earth over those lump;;, ami then plaiilec 
tho vines iu the usual way. 
Thq result ,hab 


been wonderful. 
The vines which wore 


uot half an inch thick \vhcii plnul^l, three 
years ago, are now two iuches and more in 
diam&ter, aud bear finely. 
The grapes are 


also frfter from disease. 
Other vines not so 


treated arc much saiaUor, ami produce Icsj. 
the fruit being f.ltio more liable to disease. 
To try the effect of this plaster, iu planting 
two American black wa'nuts, we put lh' 
plaster .to the one aud not tu tho ether. 
Last year we dug about the roots of tho one 
lo which HO plaster was put, aud wo threw 
in seven or eight lump:; of planter among 
the roots; the tree;; are uow bot^i of tho 
same size, and, though only four "yc.ir3 old.
